GOVERNOR IS 
LAST HOPE OF 
WOODMANSEE 


Iowa Supreme Court 
Denies Plea for 
Rehearing 


DES MOINES—(INS)—Dr. Fred 
Woodmansee’s hopes to escape his 
sentence of death faded today when 
the Iowa supreme court @2nied his 
— for a rehearing of his ap- 


The Des Moines jentist, sentenced 
to die last year for the murder of 
W. R. Knapp, Des Moines trunk 
manufacturer, was granted a short 
reprieve when a decision on his pe- 
tition for a rehearing postponed the 
hanging from April 17. 

Up To Governor 
He was criginally sentenced in the 
Polk county district court. He ap- 
pealed to the supreme court but the 
high tribunary upheld the lower 
bench sentence. It was then that 
he petitioned for a rehearing. 
Governor Turner must now set a 
date for the hanging, since a stay 
was granted pending the decision of 
the court. 
The chief executive must also con- 
sider a plea for executive clemency 
Turning immediately after the court 
opinion was announced to this last 
course, Harry B. Grund, Mr. Wood- 
mansee’s attorney, presented his 
plea in person. 
No comments were made by the 
court in its decision today denying 
the rehearing. 

Speedy Trial 

In the appeals to the highest Iowa 
court, Grund cited fifteen errors in 
the findings of the late Judge Lester 
Thompson’s court, including one 
that failure by the state to establish 
a motive for the murder prohibited 
a first degree murder verdict. 
Woodmansee is in Fort Madison 
penitentiary where he was taken 
sr his conviction January 24, 


The original trial was one of the 
speediest in the history of the lo- 
cal courts. Knapp was found beat- 
en severely in his downtown apart- 
ment, and authorities claimed he 
charged Woodmansee with adminis- 
tering the beating that eventually 


proved fatal. 

Dr. Woodmansee, supposed to 
have been a close friend of the 
trunk manufacturer, was found in 
the apartment hiding, covered with 
blood. He claimed he did not know 
enything about what had happened 
or how he got there, stating he had 
taken a drink with a stranger early 
in the evening and remembered 
nothing more until police found him.

Of the new 
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Mother’s Day 
Next Sunday is Mother’s Day. 


While every day should be mother’s day the second Sun- 
day in May has been officially designated as the one day in 
the year when we must not fail to remember the mothers of 
the land, It is a sad reflection on human nature that such a 
day has been considered necessary and even more to be de- 
plored because of the fact‘that in recent years the day has 
been commercialized. However, the underlying sentiment 
that prompted the observance is highly commendable and 
should not be neglected by those who are still lucky enough 
to be able to honor their mother by some token of esteem 
and affection rather than being compelled to pay their res- 
pects to her memory. 

It is only when we have passed the age of youth that we 
begin to appreciate what mother means to us. It is then that 
we begin to realize that “mother knows best” was a fact. How 
often some of us have regretted in later life that we did not 
heed mother’s advice. Many of her admonitions have become 
trite. Repeated so frequently they lost their emphasis. But 
they are just as true today as they were centuries ago and as 
they will be in the future. 

Miss Ann Jarvis of Philadelphia is credited with being the 
first person to have conceived a national Mother’s Day. This 
was in 1908 and it is her name that is embodied in congress- 
ional proceedings setting the: second Sunday in May as the 
day. ‘the Woodmen of the World is believed to be the first 


organization to generally observe the day, which was also in 
1908. 

From other sources it is learned that the American War 
Mothers give credit to the Fraternal Order of Eagles for ori- 
ginating Mother’s Day. This report says Frank E. Hering of 
South Bend, Ind., is the founder of the day and he is known 
in the Eagles lodge as “The Father of Mother’s Day.” 

‘Lhe custom is old, however. At an early date in England 
there was a custom of “going a mothering” on the mid-Sun- 
day in Lent, presenting mothers small gifts. The Catholic 
church in those days also encouraged the movement. 

It was President Woodrow Wilson who issued a proclama- 
tion establishing Mother’s Day as a national observance. This 
was in May, 1914, since which time the day has been observed 
generally throughout the nation. 

This little reminder is presented now to give you time to 
plan for next Sunday. Make it a surprise for mother. Tell 
her again that you realize she is your best friend, to whom 
you owe most for whatever you have made of yourself. And 
if you have done wrong resolve to right about face, strive 
to be more worthy of her, which, after all, is the best “gift.” 


Rain Badly Needed 


The report for Iowa in Wednesday’s Free Press that while 
recent rains have been beneficial more moisture is needé@d be- 
fore crop prospects can be considered normal, is finding its 
counterpart in many other states. In fact the entire area af- 
fected by the drought last year lacks sufficient spring rain 
to approach normal, according to government reports, which 
hint a possibility of another drought unless heavy precipita- 
tion occurs within the next few weeks. 

Although Iowa did not suffer from the dry weather last 
year as badly as many other states the extremely hot weather 





cut down the corn yield. It caused the statement that every 
day of 100 degrees or over' would reduce corn a bushel per 
acre, a claim that was fully substantiated by the federal crop 
report. 

The extremely dry winter is having its effect. January was 
the driest on record in practically all of the midwestern states. 
Much of the Mississippi valley received less than a third of 
normal while deficiencies of at least fifty per cent were gen- 
eral east of the Rockies.

Gasoline Taxes Increase 
Nearly five hundred million dollars, an increase of fourteen 


per cent over the previous year, was collected by the states in 
gasoline taxes for 1980, the federal bureau of roads announc- 
ed this week. Contrary to general belief, Ohio instead of 
New York led all the states in the amount of tax revenue. 
California was second, Pennsylvania third, Texas fourth and 
New York fifth. While the Empire State led in the amount of 
fuel consumed its revenue was less than Texas because of 
the difference in rate. 

Every state in the union now has a gasoline tax. The rate 
ranges from a minimum of two cents a gallon to a maximum 
of six cents with the average being a little over three cents. 
Nearly fifteen billion gallons of gasoline were consumed in 
1930 with an average per car of 556 gallons as compared to 
538 gallons in 1929 and 452 gallons in 1925. 

A significant feature of the report is that the greater share 
of the increased consumption is due to the demand of com- 


mercial vchicles, indicating the expansion of truck and pass- ~ 
enger bus service and the supplanting of horse-drawn for 
gasoline propelled trucks in delivery service. 

Wherever gas tax funds are used for highway work ex- 
clusively the consumer is not inclined to object, but when 
these funds are diverted to other purposes, as is being done 
in some states, the automobile owner has every right in op- 
posing such moves as many are doing through sectional and 


state auto clubs.

I have never seen a planetarium, 
and except for my wife’s insistence 
probably would not have seen one 
yet. In fact, in preliminary con- 
versation on the subject, I inad- 
vertently referred to it as a solar- 
ium, despite the fact that the dif- 
ference is as that between day and 
night. It does, to be sure, show the 
sun a swell as the stars in their 
courses, but it is a dimmed sun, 
which permits observation of the 
shining of lesser lights. In ordinary 
study of astronomy you look out- 
doors up into what Omar Khayyam 
resignated as “that inverted bowl 
they call the sky.” In a planetar- 
iym, they bring the sky indoors. 


Whoever created that weird and 
wonderful machine. which looks like 
some nightmarish visitor from Mars, 
is to my mind entitled to rank with 
Merlin and all the ancient magic- 
ians, although all complicated mech- 
anical invention is just so much mys- 
tery to one who considers the prop- 
er threading of a film in a movie 
camera an achievement. It not 
only shows the entire solar system 
in movement through its countless 
fields of stars, but can make thous- 
ands of years race in either direc- 
tion in the space of a few minutes, 
In other words, this device can show 
you the moving heavens as they 
looked to Anthony and Cleopatra 
floating down the Nile on some clear 
Egyptian night. Or it can show you 
the sun, moon, stars and planets in 
the position they will occupy 10,000 
years from now, something which, 
even as an optimist, I never expect- 
ed to see. In that space of time, I 
understand the constellations will 
be distorted; the big dipper will 
look as if it had been through the 
war; Cassiopeia’s chair will look 
like a hammock.

As you gaze up at the interior of 
the dome, upon which synchonized 
and. moving opjects of light are 
cast, you have no feeling of being 
under a roof. It gives you the 
feeling of looking at the true sky. 
When the machine is run at speed, 
you feel decided apprehension for 
Venus, desperately trying to keep 
ahead of the sun, and considerable 
sympathy for little Mercury, trying 
just as desperately to catch up.

One reason I never had seen a 
planetarium is that the only one 
in the United States is the gift of 
Max Adler to the city of Chicago. 
It stands on a little island in the 
lake, near the Field Museum, and 
has the general form of an obser- 
vatory. I believe there are several 
planetariums in Germany, and there 
is soon to be one in Philadelphia. 
In spite of the cost, which they tell 
me is considerable, I can’t see why 
there is not a planetarium in every 
large city in the country. It is one 
of the greatest educational factors 
I ever saw. The institution in Chi- 
cago is constantly a place of pil- 
grimage for school children, as well 
as adults, and teaches them more 
about astronomy in an hour than 
they would learn from any ordinary 
course in months. It is an impres- 
sive demonstration, making an in- 
delible impression. Never was a sci- 
entific lesson more skillfully sugar- 
coated, Why so rich a city as New 





York hasn’t a planetarium, I can’t 
imagine. . « € 19 i 


The head of the Chicago. planet- 
arium is Dr. Foxx, but srequently 
there are visiting lecturers. Dr. 
Baker, professor of astronomy at the 
University of Illinois, lectured the 
day I was present. He showed me 
a board, which had more gadgets 
on it than the control board of an 
airplane, and told me that the 
speaker regulated the artificial hea- 
vens to suit himself by means of 
rows of what seemed to be electric 
buttons and switches. Apparently, 
the manipulator can place himself 
on any portion of the earth’s sur- 
face he desires, looking at the sky 
from a northern, southern or equa- 
torial angle. As I left, Dr. Baker 
was preparing to take a couple of 
his students on a trip south, show- 
ing them the Southern Cross, I once 
had to take a trip to South America 


to see that.

ing; yet it proved an important 
factor in a closely contested Dup- 
licate Contract match between two 
teams of a western club. 

If the hand had been played at 
Auction, West would bid one No 
Trump in preference to one Spade. 
The hand appears equally power- 
ful at either declaration, and a 
small slam counts six points more 
in No Trump than in Spades. 
North, with a good lead and a poor 
bid, would pass. East, however, 
would bid two Spades, to the joyful 
amazement of his partner. With a 
seven-card suit and two singletons 
East’s bid unquestionably would be 
sound. South, West and North 
‘would pass (West scenting a grand 
slam); and West would produce 
the most perfect dummy that ever 
gladdened the eyes of a Declarer. 

At Table No. 1 of the Contract 
match, West bid six No Trumps; 
the 35 instead of 30‘per trick de- 
termining decision. This bid was 
dangerous despite the certainty of 
the hand’s wining twelve tricks. 
It announced a No Trump count of 
34, whereas the hand counted only 
31. If East had held the two red 
Queens (the required count of 4) 
he would have raised the contract 
to seven No Trumps, and without 
the King of Clubs a trick would 
be lost. East and West were vul- 
merable, so a loss of several thou- 
sand points might possibly be in- 


curred. 

At Table No. 2 West thought that 
the advantage of five points per 
trick was not to be considered 
against the possible loss which 
would ensue if East raised without 
the King of Clubs.

Sought by Garden 
Of Illinois

NEW YORK—Opening guns were

The M. S. G. C. of Iliinois pre- 
viously signed Carnera to meet fhe 
winner of the July fight between 
Max Schmeling and Willie Stribling. 
And Primo would draw about as 
well as a five-cent cigar if he should 
first get a shellacking at the hands 
of the terrible Sharkey man. 

The Garden interests have been 
broadcasting that their contract 
with the ambling Alp is certain to 
stand up, but developments today 
indicate that William F. Carey, 
president of the New York Garden, 
is none too confident that the docu- 
ment is fool-proof.

Lieut. Waghorn Dies 
From Injuries in 
Parachute Jump 


LONDON— (INS)—Flight lieuten- 
ant H. R. D. Waghorh, who won the 
last Schneider cup race for Britain 
in 1929, died today in the Cambridge 
Military hospital from injuries in a 
parachute. jump from a disabled 
plane on Tuesday. ; 

Waghorn and his civilian assist- 
ant, E. R. D. Alexander, were in- 
jured when a new machine they 
were testing near Farnborough went 
into a spin. When they saw they 
could not right the plane, both men 
jumped from a height of 300 feet. 

Alexander was only slightly hurt 
when he alighted on the glass roof 
of a factory, but Waghorn fell heav- 
ily to the ground. 
investigation re- 
vealed Waghorn’s parachute iad 
failed to open completely in time to 
give him buoyancy before he reach- 
ed the ground. 

The death of flight lieutenant 
Waghorn was the latest in a long 
series of terrific blows for British 
aviation. Long an outstanding mem- 
ber of the Royal air force, he ‘won 
the Schneider trophy for England 
when the race was last run over the 
Solent, off Cowes, in 1929, achieve- 
ing a speed of 328 miles an hour over 
the 31 mile course. 

On the same day that lieutenant 
Waghorn’s accident occurred, com- 
mander Glen Kidston, millionaire 
sportsman and aviator, was killed in 
the crash of his plane near Natal, 
South Africa.

There is no talk of economic de- 
pression among the moguls of the 
National and American Leagues. 
attendance has been highly gratify- 
ing, far beyound expectations, in 
fact. And, as the season rolls on 
and interest becomes further stimu- 
lated by the races in both clik—nay 
clink—a merry financial tune. 

Fans Demand Baseball 

In other words, business is good 
in baseball, at least in the big lea- 
gue territory. True, some of the 
small minor leagues folded up at 
the end of last season. But in their 
places will come some kind of sub- 
stitute baseball for no city that has 
had professional league ball can 
very well get along without baseball 
of some kind. The fans demand it. 

The fine weather that prevailed 
at the outset of the baseball season 
had a lot to do with the big attend- 
ance. Seldom, in the history of the 
game, was the weather so generally 
balmy and sunshiny. 

Game Not Expensive 

But, above the factor of good 
weather, is the undeniable fact that 
the baseball fan can get as much, if 
not more, for his dollar at a ball 
game than he can at any other 
form of sport. Take golf, for ex- 
ample. A Sunday at golf, what 
with transportation, green fees, et 
cetera, will easily set you back ten 
bucks, if not more. Unquestionably 
more if the nineteenth hole is play- 
ed 


Mayte golf is better for the phy- 
sical well being of people and then 
again—maybe not. At a ball game 
you sit out there, relaxed. You 
recuperate from your trials and 
tribulations of the week. But how 
many middle aged fellows are doing 
themselves actual harm by over-do- 
ing their Sunday golf? It seems a 
waste of time to play only eigh- 
te@én holes so many men of 45 and 
50 play thirty-six, with the result 
that they return to work on Mon- 





ing for another chance—and got it.

Last year the National League 
race was a hummer all the way with 
five clubs in the running from start 
to finish.

The 
colorful Babe Ruth counter-bal- 
anced this situation to some ex- 
tent by drawing fans to the parks 
all over the circuit. 

Magnates Reap Benefit 

The magnates exercised rare 
judgment by NOT raising the price 
of the wvaseball ticket when there 
was plenty of money in the coun- 
try and times were good. Now they 
are reaping the benefit. The fans 
feel they are getting their money’s 
worth at the ball game. And they 
do, for the players in spangles to- 
day are as high class as at any time 
in the history of the so-called na- 
tional pastime. 

National League magnates can 
do the fans a real favor by number- 
ing all their ball players so that the 
spectators who go to games only oc- 
casionally can pick out the men in 
the field. This popular demand that 
players be numbered has been met 
by the American League. The ques- 
tion of numbering players has been 
voted on twice in the National Lea- 
gue and each time the vote was 
“No.” In each instance, it was said, 
the Brooklyn club was the only out- 
fit in favor of the reform. 

No doubt all big :ague ball play- 
ers eventually will be numbered. 
The big thing at present, from the 
standpoint of the moguls, is that 
the attendance is fine. And the 
magnates are “sold” on the idea of 
giving the fans what they want, 
whether it be numbered ball players 
or a less lively ball.

RACKETS—THEIR MEANING 

By John R. C. Carter, M. D., C. M. 
“When enough people wake up 
the rest won't sleep”. 

What is a racket and what is 
racketeering? 

- Webster’s dictionary says that a 
racket is a clattering noise, and we 
conclude that racketeering is to 
commercialize the- clattering noise. 
Again, we may associate the pur- 
pose of the rack in the matter of 
racketeering and add to the clat- 
tering noise the stretching and 
straining process for which the rack 
is used, In other words one branch 
of the racketeering business is to 
make a clattering noise through 
the press and otherwise, while the 
other important branch is for the 
purpose of putting the obstreparous 
stubborn one or ones on the rack 
and straining, stretching, torturing 
them into submission to the racket 
and obedience and loyalty to the 
particular kind of “racketeering.” 
The racket and the racketeering 
is as old as the world so we must 
not. be deceivd into thinking it is 
the creation of the present age and 
generation. The racket and the 
racketeering is as much of this life 
and living as living and life. Com- 
ing right to the point it is the de- 
coy and camouflage of civilization 
in all its network of phases. It is

Big Business Forts 


forts of big _ business and 
without rackets and racketeering 


big business would wither and die. 


The individual may have his or her 


own little personal racket and do 


an individual racketeering but it is 
the unnatural pyramiding of indi- 
vidual rackets and racketeering 
that brings about the monstrous ex- 
tremes which .terrorizes society. 
Big business is to-day making a big 
clattering noise around the name of 
Al Capone for the strategic purpose 
of. diverting the . attention of the 
masses whom they are robbing 
blind and enslaving in poverty. 
Then, when they run across an out- 
standing character like Fred Burke, 
Leo Brothers or a Ted Pizzino they 
clatter clatter clatter. through the 
Press and push their hooks of en- 
slavement in deeper and lock them 
more securely while the people’s 
gaze and attention is on the mon- 
sters they have portrayed. 

Now Medical racketeering is just 
the same as any other kind of 
racketeering except that the Medi- 
cal powers that be have a super 
triple hitch .on big business, the 
people and everything else through 
the dark mysterious clouds of so- 
called Science. which the Medical 
racketeer knows-full well how to 
wield just like the savage medicine 
fakirs wielded thousands of years 
ago only like good whiskey “im- 
proved with age.” 

Medical Dupes 

And Medical rackets and racke- 
teering are not referable to the 
medical profession alone. In fact, 
I believe that a survey will reveal 
that the medical profession have 
little or nothing to do with the 
villainous plans and specifications 
of Medical racketeering except as 
the dupes of big business. And big 
business would not use the Medical 
profession, (those of the medical 
profession who will subscribe to 
their nefarious business), if it were 
possible to put over the business 
without them. 

The main rackets of the day are 
built around some phase of so- 
called Science. Another group of 
rackets is built around religion, 
another around law, another, 
around the so«called Medicine Man, 
and still another and possibly the 
one which gives us the most pain is 
that ““Tax Racket.” 

In connection with Medical 
Racketeering there are several im- 
portant phases to and avenues of 
operation of the Medical Racket.

Regardless of the Constitution of 
the U. S. A., the laws and 
State Jaws, court decisions, and the 
ban. on. lobbying,. it is commenly

‘known that the Medical lobby is 


among the largest and most power- 
ful in Congress and the State legis- 
latures. What for? Are they there 
for their Ilealth? Are they there 
for the “poor children?” Are they 
there for the “protection of mother- 
hood?” Why should we -be “saps” 
enough to overlook the fact that di- 
rectly or indirectly they are for the 
tax money or the money that can 
be strained and forced out of the 
careless, indifferent, neglectful, ig- 
norant, and in many instances 
helpless masses, through legislation. 
Doctors Helpless 

The Medical Profession to.which 
I belong is helpless to defend itself 
against the overpowering odds rep- 
resented by big business in these 
rackets. About the only thing we as 
individual Medical men and women 
who resent such business can do is 
to register our disapproval of such 
rackets and racketeering, and the 
inhuman perecution of those who 
will not align themselves with such 
sinster deeply rooted plans and pur- 
poses. 

I want to strike the solar plexus 
of the Medical rackets and racke- 
teering insofar as the Medical pro- 
fession is involved in Criminal and 
penal ee: Insane and in- 
sane institutions (Psychopathic 
Hospitals and Psychiatrists). 
feeble-minded and mental and 
physical defectives. The serum and 
vaccine business. They are as rotten 
as Sodom, as far as 
able to investigate 
sess as 


blow b the Racketeer, 
“that damnable destructive contra- 
ception and birth control.” We 
Physicians. are not responsible for 
that business in any shape form or 
manner. It is commercial greed. 
The Department of Justice might 
do more to offset it’s National un- 
dermining influence. 
Farm Rackets 

And, Farmer and Labor organi- 
zations have their rackets and 
racketeering too, besides making it 
very easy for all kinds of Medical 
racketeering through lack of in- 
formation and indifference to any 
considerations except prices of 
products and wage scales. The facts 
in the matter reveal that the only 
way one can get a hearing and 
some action from farmers and la- 
borers is to start up a racket and 
suck them into a racketeering 
game with promises of big money, 
Usually “they are stung when it 
comes to the divvy but they always 
go back again for another sting- 
ing.” If “he” comes from Washing- 
ton or the State Capitol the Grange 
eats his stuff hook line and sinker. 
If “he” comes from the American 
Federation or the State Federation 
of Labor he is bait for the “work- 
er” and “pie” for the politician. 
The “Radical” farmer who knows 
when he is being “skinned” and 
tells the farmers about it straight 
from the shoulder seldom gets any 
office where he can make his views 
felt. The “Radical” worker is shot 
at daylight by the public opinion of 
his fellow workers and_his funeral 
in effigy is heralded high and wide 
by the press who lay every known 
crime at his door and fingerprint 
him for: Hell’s authorities. He’s an 
easy mark for the framing racket 
and a chance to live out the guilty 
party’s “pen” sentence. If there’s 
any crime that might be laid, to 
the “Radical” worker you can’ be 
sure he'll be the goat for the racket.

milk cows and chickens from 
1920 to 1930 in Mercer county is 
shown in the United States bureau 
of census figures just released. All 
other live stock showed a consider- 
able decrease, the report continues. 
There was little change in the 
amount of crops raised on the 1,841 
farms between the years of 1924 and 
1929, according to the report, al- 
though the crop land was consider- 
ably increased. An increase is also 
noted in the number of acres given 
to pasture land. 
A summary of the report, giving 
the latest available figures follows: 
number of farms, 1,841; acreage of 
all land in farms, 318,894; average 


310,005; dwellings alone, $4,056,600; 
value of implements and machinery, 
$1,691,314; average value of land 
and buildings per farm, 19,885; per 
acre, $114.80.

He declared Russia would likely 
force a re ent in the world’s 
food crops, blamed under-consump- 
ae equally with over-production 
for causing the present agricultur- 
al distress, denounced tariff- walls 
as prolonging all depression and 
pleaded for closer commercial unity 
between nations and 2 readjust- 
ment of agricultura: production 
everywhere to meet existing needs.

He declared America was | 
at a “decided Sadvantage” in 
meeting world farm competition,

They 
rowed over to the “Alice” until the 
liner New York groped its way back 
to the scene through the thick fog 
and took them aboard.
